RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


Each member should take proper care of the pictures when 
on exhibition. Finger marks and other injuries should be 
carefully guarded against. Hanging and packing must never 
be intrusted to any but the most competent assistants. 


Pictures should not be hung too low, so that people are 
in danger of hitting them in passing by; and the direct rays 
of the sun should not fall on them. They should be hung in 
order as numbered, and intelligence should be used in the 
arrangement, that special sections may not be divided. 


If directions for packing are sent, follow them exactly. 

Each box is supplied with shipping tags. Remove the 
old tag when forwarding to the next exhibitor. The Secretary 
should be notified when a new supply of shipping tags and 
lists of the pictures are needed. 

The length of each exhibit is three weeks, zucluding the 
time necessary for expressing. "The exhibit should be forwarded 
promptly on the date specified by the Secretary. Any delay 
in sending an exhibit makes a corresponding loss of time to 
the next exhibitor. 

The key should be sent 4y maz/ as soon as the exhibit is 
forwarded. If the key is lost, or not received as soon as the 
exhibit, send immediately to the Secretary for the duplicate 
key.
